10.—A disaatruua 


fire liroks out in the building occupied 
by the National Music end Cooover 
Piano Uompaniesou Wabaehfivenueand 
Adams street at uoou today. 


The Oonover Piano Company occu- 


pied the firdt, eeuond and third stories 
of the building. Among othsr tenants 
were the Presbyterian Board cf Publica- 
tions and the Sweet-Wallach company 
dealers in photographic supplies, the 
latter on the sixth floor. It was here 
that the fire broke out. The floor was 
Btorod with chemicals and materials 
used in the manufacture of photographic 
supplies and, according to some who es- 
caped, the entire flour waa swept with 
flames in tivd minutes after the fire 
broke out. 


The Ilamea quickly spread to the floora 


beneath. The floors occupied by the 
I'reabyteriim Board of Publication and 
Sunday School Supplies Company alao 
contained 
material 
which 
readily 


bunted. On the lower floors the piano 
supplies and instruments bold in stock 
by the Conover Piano Company wore 
soon transformed into tinder. 


Mia9 Kate Came**, the forewoman of 


the National Music Company, on tbe 
fourth floor of the Emerson building, is 
thought to have been burned to death 
after heroically helping to eave many 
lives of her fellow employes. 


Jliaa Carney was a true heroine. Al- 


though at the outset ahe had opportu- 
nity to escape ffitb the other women, 
ahe aeemod to fesl it her duty to stay 
and help the escape of tho Ejrla over 
whom she had charge. Her voice rang 
above tho shrieks ol tbe panic stricken 
girls, urging them to preserve order an<l 
reassuring them again and again. She 
stood near the stairway and attempted 
to aeize the foremost women an they 
dashed down to the next floor. 


When she flaw there was no hope of 


stopping the panic, ahe darted to the 
elevator cage to calm the othera. As | 
the elevator ascended, Misa Carney or- i 
dered the cnndnctor to atop. Hhe then 
turned and helped 
her 
frightened 


charges into the cage, During all the 
excitement she remained calm and is- 
sued orders as though directing the 
women at work. As the elevator started 
to descend without Mias Carney one of 
the 
girla cried to tho conductor to 


atop, but the brave woman, though 
starting death iu the lace, shouted to 
them not to mind her, that she would 
take care of herself. The girli she aont 
down the elevator escaped nnharmed. 


Two of those who boltad headlong 


down tha narrow stairway, Josie and 
Anna Basa, made their way to the sec- 
ond floor, but were cut off by tne flames 
and wereeweptawayinthea'uioke.Iuthe 
nest instant and with a rush and roar 
that could be heard for a block the en- 
tire top of the building from the third 
story up burst out in a sheet of flame. 


How tbe firemen working in the rear 


of the building escaped death ia a mys- 
tery. In Epite of tbe repeated warnings 
given them by their chief, they stayed 
at their post, apparently fascinated by 
the slowly bulging wall, until it Beamed 
certain death to atny there a second 
longer. Then they took to their heels. 
The wall seemed to hang for a moment 
but finally tho bie iron girders broke and 
it came down with a crash just as the 
last man got safely out of the way. 


The breaking of telephone and tele- 


graph wires 
almost caused a panic 


among the dense crowds of spectators. 
The wiree falling across the rails of the 
elevated loop were instantly charged 
•with electricity, and a wild rush to get 
out of tbe way took place. When water 
•was turned on to the burning elevated 
loop structure a beautiful sight occurred. 
As soon aa the stream a struck the feed 
rail they apparently were converted into 
showera of electric sparks and an aurora 
waa formed some times spreading fans, 
then shooting high into the air as the 
apray drifter! in the wind. Thia waa 
kept up until the current waa shut off. 


Men and women without hat9 or coats 


ran. down the staira and into the street. 
The firat intimation that people on the 
street had of the fire was the appear- 


• ance of several of the fleeing employes. 


At the same time a donae maaa of smoke 
poured out of the front windows and 
fifth floors. 


In another moment the upper floora 


were -wreathed in flames and a moke. 
Several people made an attempt to run 
up the narrow atairway, but were turned 
back at the second floor by the down- 
ward rush of amoke. Thflre apparently 
were not over thirty people who made 
their eecapo by tho elevator and stair- 
way. 


A number of people made their es- 


cape from the upper floora by the rear 
stairway, but thia wag eoon cut off. 
Then the spectators were horrified to 
aee the body of a man whirling down- 
ward from the cloud of emoke and 
flame at the npper floor. Tbe body 
struck the pavement End life was ex- 
tinct when ready banda ran to pick up 
the unfortunate, who was recognized at 
once as Uahier Binne, of Sweet, El- 
lach A Co. 


A moment later two other forma were 


seen at the window of the north end of 
the Wabaeh end of the fro.-,t and within 
a second of each other. They were 
Smith and Olark and death came Quick- 
ly to them in the leap. Several women 
etanding in a group on the opposite aide 
of the street, watching theleaping forma 
of the two man with blanched facea, 
oaid they saw tbe face of a woman at tbe 
window during an instant that the wind 
hart dropped. 


The building was owned by Frert K 


Ayrea, of Lowell, Maes. It was worth 
about $75,000 and ia aaid to bo partially 
insured. Insurance men at the fire 
stated that the loss an contanta would bo 
in the neighborhood of $350,000. 


The nnmbnr of ilsart ia still in donbt,

WASHINGTON, March lu.—After the 


passage today ol numerous hilla from 
ibe coneral calendar the senate began 
:he consideration of a rneapure providing 
'or a national system of quarantine 
Little beyond the rending of the bil 
09 accomplished. 


Mr. Gear of Iowa, chairman of the 


1'acific railroads committee, called up a 
bill authorizing tho Secretary of the 
treasury to effect an adjustment be- 
tween the United Statea and the Sioux 
City and Pacific Railroad Coiuoany, in 
relation to bonds issued by the United 
States in aid of the construction of tho 
railroad, and asked that it be passed. 


Objection was made by Mr. Morgan of 


Alabama, who moved that the bill he 
recommitted to the committee. Ho wan 
supported by Mr. Harris oi Kansas. Mr. 
Allen of Nebraska, \\aa inclined to tbe 
belief that the bill provided the beat 
solution ol the problem presented. The 
bill waa submitted to the committee 
without objection.

Mr. Sewell of New Jeraey oppoped the ' 


bill, maintaining that it placed too 
much power in the hands of one man— 
tbe Burgeon of the Marine hospital 
service. 


Mr. Caffery of Lonisana opposed the 


position taken by Mr. Sewell. He held 
that a uniform system in fighting an 
epidemic or plagne waa absolutely neces- 
sary *nd could be had only through the 
national government. In response to 
the intimation of Mr. Sewell tbat the 
Southern states were actuated by mer- 
cenary motives in supporting tbe pend- 
ing bill, Mr. Vest sharply pointed out 
that the greatest opposition to the bill 
had come from the Southern states. 


Mr. Vest, replying further to Mr" 


Sewell,asked whether the United States 
government should stand helpleas and 
flee its people slaughtered and its com- 
merce crippled or destroyed leat the re- 
served rights of elates might be in- 
vaded or destroyed. He claimed that 
the United Statea had sovereign power 
to act in the matter of quarantine. 


At the conclusion ol Mr. Vest's re- 


marka the quarantine bill waa laid 
aside, and a measure providing that 
United States Marshals and District 
Attorneys should continue to fill their 
respective offices until tbe appointment 
and qualification of their successors 
waa passed. 


On motion of Mr. Fairbanks of Indi- 


ana, the senate then, at 3.45 p. m., went 
into executive session. 


At 5.45 p. m. the senate adjourned.

There Will Be Seventeen Miles 


of Swamp Track to Re 


Built. 


SAN- FRAN-CISCO, March 15.—From now 


on work will be pushed by the San 
Joaquin Valley Railway Company in 
building across the tules from Stockton 
toward Point Richmond. 
This will 


necessitate 
the 
construction of two 


miles of trestle and of eight miles of 
embankment across the reclaimed and 
seven miles of embankment acioaa the 
unreclaimed lands. 


The line across tho marshes from 


Stockton will be a distance of seventeen 
miles and will encounter firm ground at 
a point about opposite Breutwood. From 
there preliminary lines have bean tun 
to Pacheco slough, but the road haa not 
yet been definitely located. 


The distance from the weat line of the 


tules to i'oiut Richmond cannot, there- 
fore, be exactly stated. Chief Engineer 
Storey estimates it, however, at from 
sixty to seventy miles, making the 
length of the rond from Stockton to 
Point Richmond a minimum of seventy- 
aevdn and a maximum of ei^bty-aeven 
milea, according as tbe line may be 
located and built. It ia estimated that 
traina will be run between the two 
points in two hours and a half.

AS TO PRIVATEERING. 


The San Francisco Call appears to be 


vary much excited over the report that 
in tbe event of war with us Spain would 
grant letters of marque and reprisal to 
each of her adventnrouo subjects as de- 
Bired them and with her privateers 
sweep our merchant ehipa from the seas. 
Our metropolitan contempoary refers to 
privateering ae ^"licensed piracy," and 
gives ono tbe impression of trembling in 
its toots. 


•\Ve doubt whether it would be neces- 


sary for the United States to resort to 
privateering, bat if this government 
deemed it neczseary to issue letters of 
marque it is amply authorized to do HO 
by clause 11, section B, article 1, of the 
Federal Constitution, which empowers 
congress "to declare war, grant letters 
ol marque and reprisal, and make rules 
concerning captures on land and water." 
Moat civilized nations now look askance 
at privateering, and nearly all of them 
by tbe Declaration of Paris, in 1856, 
agreed to refrain from issuing letters of 
marque. The only countries that re- 
fused to become signatories were the 
United 
Statee, 
Spain, Mexico and 


Uruguay. Tola government erpreseed 
ita willingness to sign on condition that 
all private property at sea, cot contra- 
band, flhonld be exempt from capture, 
but the other powers would not accept 
this amendment. 


During the civil war Oougresa author- 


ized the iieae of letters of marque by 
the President, aud the Confederacy of- 
fered lettera to persons of all countries, 
but it seems that neither government 
actually issued any. In contrast with 
this abstinence, and to illustrate the 
flimsiufip-a of international compacts 
when it ie trt the interest of a signatory 
tn disregard them, may be mentioned 
the action of Prnesiadnring tbe Frapco- 
Proiiian war. Though Prussia had an- 
nounced her adherence to article I of 
the Declaration of PariB, it got around it 
by organizing a "volunteer fleet," which 
was really enphemiem for a fleet of 
privateeri. We cannot enter into s de- 
scription of privateering here, nor ei- 
patiatenpon its advantafiesand diiad van- 
tages; bat may eay that while privateers 
form a valuable h'niliary force to a 
era all or moderate fiiz^d navy.tbey often 
prove troublesome to the government 
who-e flag they carry becaueeof the care-

He was "most 
emphatic" £3 to raisins, and "read the 
members of the committee a lecture 
which tuey will -remembBr for aome 
time" and nobody seems to have liad 
tbe courage to reply. He said that the 
raisin men cut one another'a throats; 
that instead of co-operating to control 
the market they pulled in all directions 
and killed their market. He added that 
even if raisina were carried free the 
growers would not be better off. 


Now it is undoubtedly true that the 


raisin growers have bean injured by lack 
of organization, and we ail know it 
down here; bat it ia tne very quintes- 
sence of gall for Sir. Stubba to Rive tbi 
as s reason for hia company's r.-fuaal to 
reduce the freight rates on '••'.- ;--i-i inf. 
It is ahaurd to assert that the grower- 
would not be benefited if their raiaiua 
were carried free, and if he disn^rdeH 
with the REPUBLICAN in this wo invite 
hint to make the experiment. How- 
ever, Mr. Stubbs was merely talking 
throuRh hia tile. The growers are not 
beggars or deadheads. They will pay 
fair Tales willingly, but they protest 
against the oppressive charges now in 
force.

morgue, aiid a crowd of curious people 
sto=d about the riead "bravo" alt day. 
Quite a number r.l women went to pee 
the notorious Indian. Physically he 
waa a magnificent specimen. He etoud 
(J feet 3 inched, and waa built propor- 
tionately. He hud s fall chept and nood 
muscular development. He must have 
bean a lion in strength. 


Dick'a career ia 
pretty generally 


known. He wan arrested for bc-ntine 
hia mother, and afterward escaped from 
the chain pane. He then billed Bill 
Tinner, a tribesman, in Tulare county, 
heating him to death with a club in tbe 
presence of hia wife. Since that time 
many Crimea have been attributed to 
him, but it is not believed that the In- 
dian was responsible for the half that 
haa been charged against him. He ia 
said to have outraced several half-breed 
women in the hille, and the huabdnda 
of the women had been hunting him. 


The verdict of the coroner'a jnry waa 


in accordance with the facts as elated ia 
the foregoing. 


A reward of $350 baa benu offered for 


the arrest nnd conviction of Dick, and 
his captora will claim it. Whether the 
conviction part will interfere with their 
obtaining it is not known. 


A brother of Indian Dirk arrived yes- 


terday, and today will take tbe bo.ly to 
Squaw Valley, where Dick will be buried.

The common herd ia fltill warlike

Here, aa every- 
where, Me ia sagacious aud prudent and 
understands that sentiment ia folly und 
that the proper study of mankind Ia 
how to avoid disturbance of valnea and 
Battled conditions. Therefore New York 
can hardly bo described ae a school of 
patriotism, unleaa yon eo by contraries. 
The character it hid in Revolutionary 
daya it possesses now. The kind of men 
who were at the front then are very 
much to the front today—the peraone 
who own a great deal of property, and 
by that fact enjoy social position and 
authoritative weight in the expression 
of pnhlic opinion.

In either case, 
those in oppoaition to hia desires and 
interests Buffer under tho disadvantage 
of being, for that reason, somewhat dis- 
reputable, 


Tho mind that is warm aud young 


and inexperienced ia puzzled aud moved 
to wrath by the assumption of superior- 
ity in wisdom and virtue by a class 
whoau only claim to this superiority is 
their utter selQshneaa. To finch a mind 
it is even more puzzling; that the claim 
should be generally acquiesced in by 
the other people. The iierve of the 
leading citizen can't be auQiciently «d- 
mirerf. 
But reaulta justify him. The 


leading citizen IB kins of New York— 
and thia isn't the only spot in the coun- 
try wbero aelf-eatiafied sordidnesa weilds 
the sceptre. 


For a few daya succeeding the ainking 


of the Maine end the drowning of her 
men tbe leading citizen tolerated ebul- 
litions of popular feeling, but before the 
week waa oat be pat his foot down on 
the passions of the mob and let it be 
known that he abhorred newspapers 
which had EO little concern for business 
interests as to encourage tbe love of 
country and a militant impnlee to up- 
hold the national honor—to nay nothing 
of auch sentimental folly aa lending a 
hand to the Cuban patriolH. Such pa- 
pers have found themselves under the 
ban of respectability. 


And it is a fact that no New York 


newspaper baa mastered the art of sup- 
porting a popular cause rationally and 
withcood'taste. To tha apprehension 
of. the leading citizen the massea are a 
compound of ignorance, envy, violent 
temper and dirt. That, too, seems to be 
the view of tbe newspapers which make 
B specialty of championing them, else 
they would not, SB they do, habitually 
address fin order of intelligence that 
calls for the fireman's hose and the po- 
liceman's club.

Bookkeeper Ordered to Alter 


Accounts. 


Evidence in the Butler-Forsyth 


• Case Before the Court 


Commissioner. 


The financial diii'icuHiea of A. B. 1 


lf r and William Foreyth, growing oat o: 
their copartnership in the RaUiu Grow- 
ers' Packing Association, are being aired 
before Court Commissioner A. M, Diow, 
to whom the cases of Butler against 
Forsyth and Foreyth against Batler 
were referred for an accounting. 


The matter has been in progress off 


and on, and a great mass of testimony 
haa bepn introduced, although but two 
witnesses have been examined tbaa far. 
Whole boiea of booka of the defunct 
concern are iu Mr. Draw's office, and 
aome of them have been examined, 
while others are still to be inspected. 


The firat witneea examined was an ex- 


pert accountant iroiii San Francisco 
named Wenzleborger, and hia testimony 
waa of rather & aenaattonal character, 
for he told of big diacrepanciea which 
he found in the booka, which were in 
charge of Butler. 
Tho latter looked 


after that part ot the business, while 
Mr. Forayth had charge of the packing 
hoaEe. 


Wenzleberger ascertained tbat But- 


ler'a tag weighta of the raisina de- 
livered to the packing house did not 
correspond by about thirty tona to the 
entries in tbe books of the amount de- 
livered, and for which he got credit at 
the account sales, 


Today A. B. Parker, who waa Butler's 


bookkeeper, was called to explain the 
doctoring of tho booke, and he admitted, 
without any atrempt at cancealment, 
that Uie accounts hsdbepniiDcton>d anrl 
tbe explanation WAS givuu tuat, lie aaJ 
orders from Butler to do ao. 


Ho testified that Butler had directed 


him fn enter up 36,000 pounds of raisina 
iu exce63 of those actually delivered, 
claiming tbat the packing houaecharged 
him with that amount of waste more 
than it phonld have done. At the same 
time be directed the bookkeeper to wn- 
ter in the books something like 10,OOC 
pounds of shortages, declaring tbat the 
pecking houee bad not given him cor- 
rect weights to tbat amount. Thus by 
Batler'a alterations la hooka there ia a 
difference of about 46,000 ponnda of rai- 
eine between bia accounts and those ol 
Forai'th. Butler alao claima that For- 
ayth had incorrectly graded the raisin a. 
"The trial of the casa was set for to- 
day, bnt aa the Commissioner has 
not taken a tithe of the testimony the 
trial will have to be continued for sev- 
eral weeta, for it is believed it will be 
that long before Oomraiaaioner Drew 
will be ready to make hia report.

Tuose who know me beat were not :i 


little surprised aud amused when in- 
formed that I had promised the commit- 
tee that I wonld write an article upon 
the Eubieet of poultry. Their surprise 
came, no doubt, from their knowledge 
of my limited knowledge of the subject, 
while their amusement bad its oriein 
probably in the fact that my dislike for 
tbe hea wat about equal to Luther'a 
hatred for the Pope. My reply, how- 
over, in justification of uay acceptance 
of tbe task before me ia this: That ii 
Horace lir-eley, the city editor, could 
prepare and deliver lectures on the sub- 
ject, "What 1 Know About Far: 
then certainly I micht, with equal pro- 
priety, write on "The Little I Know 
About Poultry." 


Allow me to say at the outset that 1 


am not unmindful of the importunes 
and magnitude of thia subject. I am 
fully conscious that tbe theme IB much 
too hroad for my aairow viuwa upon it. 
So with all prejudices aside, the much 
needed hen ?ball receive her merited 
aud just dues, upon this occasion at 
least. And while I shall ever coutend 
that she never reaches tho crown of her 
earthly existence till her headless body, 
with well-roasted riba, lies upon the 
platter ready to be converted into teach- 
era and preachero and borticultarieta, I 
am not here to undervalue, in tho leaet, 
ihfi practical worth of her earlier sphere. 


To obtain the beat trid wieeat con- 


clusions, respecting the poultry business 
let na guard well tbe importance of look- 
ing at facta squarely in t fie face, how- 
ever uizny faced the facta may have. 
There certainly can be no harm in 
knowing "the truth, the whole troth, 
and nothing but the trnth." We are 
living in a time when vivid imagina- 
tions are not at all ecarce. Many have 
become artless in the art of B tret chin K 
things, and the stretching aeema to be 
catching and strikingly general. Cer- 
tain people are always looking out for 
wondera, and if they do not BOO them 
they invent them. Everything they 
poa'gees takes on a peculiar mushroom 
growth. They have learned the multi- 
plication table, and use it unsparingly. 
Before tbeir vision molehills are moun- 
tains and a quacking young duck ia a 
venerable awan. They are so completely 
sidetracked by the habit of exaggera- 
tion as to almost lose the path of truth 
altogether. And he who tells little liea 
will eoon think nothing of great ones, 
for the principle is tho same. Only pnt 
the political speaker into parliament 
and he will abolish your taxes, turn 
workshops iuto palaces, bring Quods oi 
orosperity to the poor man's home and 
bore for artesian beer wells in every 
hamlet. 


To read some of tbe atatementa made 


respecting the enormous pro fit a of poul- 
try raising is well calculated to give the 
uninitiated a regular Klondyka feverfor 
the business. .Because one man has 
found gold nuggets an big aa egge in his 
hen yard, every man forthwith deter- 
mine to build for himself a hennery. 
In other words, because two dozen hen a 
of rare breed, uuder the favoring cir- 
cumstances of an extravagant, market, 
have produced for their owner an an- 
nual income of three or more dollars a 
hen, forthwith every man geta wild 
with excitement over the thousands of 
dollars of imaginary income from hia 
thousands of well-meaning but irre- 
sponsible Lena. I Bay imaginary, be- 
cause its realization can never be made 
universal, however eaay it may be to 
cipher out a fortune witb pencil and pa- 
per. The ratio nf profit between ten 
hens and a million will never bold true, 
nndp.r ordinary circnm atari COB. If the 
profile would warrant it, we could aoon 
cover our vineyards as thickly with 
healthy chicks as they are now covered 
with the thripa. With our self-regulat- 
ing patent incnbatora hatching ia made 
easy, if not natural, and the machine 
can be made to beat the old ben, a thou- 
sand to nnft. 


But I fancy that some oneisiia. 


tiently Baying, "Why throw any die- 
cotiragemonta in the way of our indnatry 
which is 
BO rapidly gaining ground in 


popularity and permanent value?" We 
are not putting straws iu the way, but 
trying to look at the straws that &VR 
thare'alrearly. Many a man has tumbled 
into a hole by not being forewarned ol 
his danger. To succeed in anything we 
need to havo our eyes well open. It 
will not do to be a aleepy goose when 
foxes are plenty. We should see the 
sack opened before we buy what is in 
it. It will not do to trust great wnightp 
to slender threads, nor get ao deep into 
business we caunot aee the top. It ie 
better to discourage the wadine than to 
drown the man.

Tho complaint reeitea that "On June 10, 
1592, at tiia town of ^eliun, the defend- 
aut wilfully, malicioasly and violently 
assaulted the piaintifT And struck him 
several blows and beat him iu the face 
and eye; that plaintiff was by said ns- 
eault, beatioir aud blows eo iiiilicteii, 
physically Injured, and eaid injury re- 
ceived us aforesaid from defendant, did 
put out, injure and destroy plaintiff's 
riplit eye PI» that the same has, ever 
aince aaid iujuiy was iutticled, beeu 
btiud £o that plain till haa no uao there- 
of, and tho same will hereafter remain 
blind eo that plaintiff will have no use 
thereof." 


For the IOBB of hia eye, Mr. Bethel de- 


mum! e £20,000 damacoa, and further al- 
leges that he fluffered great, extreme, 
continuous, prolonged and fixcrutiating 
paiu from the ttgeault, aud he thinks 
that $5000 would about compensate him 
for that. 


Although the a?aanlt WBB made nearly 


six yeara at{0, the statute of limitation 
doea not apply, for the reason that Ber- 
ry waa out o! the state, boing in the 
Klondyke, having gone there in May S, 
1593, and had been there natil he re- 
turned from the Kloudyke lust fall, with 
nuggets galore and lots of other Alaska 
gold.

Mr. Bethel then concluded that if Mr.

Will Cause Colonists to Irrigate 


Their Lands Early in 


the Season. 


The colonists around Fresno are hav- 


ing a lively scramble nowadays for 
water witb which to irrigate their vine 
yards and orchards. Usually there IB a 
full head of water iu the irrigating 
canals at this season of the year, but 
owing to the continued drought King; 
river is low and there is a shortage ol 
water. The colonists living at the lower 
ends of the canals are compelled to take 
tbeir ehare of water whenever oppor- 
tunity affords. Thin is between dusk 
and sun rise, eg persena higher up on 
ths ditch quit irrigating and turn tho 
water bac& into tho main canals al 
night. 


W. II. InpelB, aecretary of the Fresno 


Canal and Irrigation Company, stated 
yesterday that later on, when the 
wpather tnrna warm and the enow 
melts there will be enough water for 
all, There is not a heavy fall of enow 
in the mountains, hut sufficient to li!J 
the ditches with water for several 
weeks when tho warm weather melta it. 
There is generally a good head of water 
for about three mnntba clurinp the year, 
but this season Mr. In eel 9 does not ex- 
pect tbat such will be the case. The 
ditches will bo full of water for only 
three or four weeks. 


Thecanals which belong to the com- 


pany that Mr. Iniiela represents irrigate 
lGT),OjO acrea. There aro ,300 milps of 
canflln in this system. The company 
has the oldest water riuht on Kin29 
river and thid KIVPB tlie Frt-OLo colonists 
a treat advantage indryypHre.

order creating a new military depart- 
ment, including within its confines tbat 
part of the country which would in all 
likelihood ba nearest the field of hoatili- 
tififl in case it should come to that. 


The order will cause a commotion in 


the South. Tho present department of 
Texas ia abolished and the headquarters, 
which havo been at San Antonio, Tota^, 
for eo many yenre, ar« abandoned. In 
place of the old department ie created a 
now one, the department of tbo South, 
(ieneral (Jrabain, at present tho com- 
mander of the department of Texas, 
will command the new department. Thia 
department will include the states of 
South Carolina, (Ieort*ia, Florida, Ala- 
bama, Mississippi, Lousiana and Texas. 
Alt of thaso eiati'd save tbe last are at 
present aite'jhed to tho department of 
the East, um'er rommand of General 
Merritt of New York. It ia said at 
the department that General Merritt is 
tully compenEUted lor the command 
which paspps away from him by tbe 
additioo to his furces of the two repi- 
mentd of artillery uuw recruiting. Head- 
quarters oi the new department of the 
Month, will bo Atlanta, Ga., chosen be- 
cause of its lino strategical value find its 
excellent railroad connections.

I waa an onlooker, bu 
id not iuterfere until Bathel drew a 
nife on Dr. Majore. f then etapped up 
nd demanded that Bethel give me the 
iiifo, saying at tbe aarne time that il 
e wanted to fight he should ficht in a 
nanly way. Bethel struck at me with 
ha knife, and to thla day I bear thia 
car between tbe thumb and forefinger 
f my left hand to show where the knife 
blade caught me. 


"T struck Bethel after being cut and 


he fell to the eidewalk. He still bad 
poeaeesion of the kniie when I struck 
him, and in falling with the knife still 
in big hand be inflicted the wound 
which resulted in the loss of tbe sight ol 
bis right eye. Bethel then gavo the 
knife to ras and 1 turned tt over to an 
officer. Over Ofty people were preaent 
at the time, and will bear me out in 
what I say. B.etbel had both Majorn 
and myself arrested and we were both 
acquitted. Judge Uullen, in dismissing 
the caee against me, said that I was en- 
titled to credit for b&ving interfered to 
prevent a possible murder. Is it not 
e trance that auit should now be brought 
against me? I hove been in Fresno for 
monthn, yet Bethel made no attempt to 
bring anit or serve sa _mo0s on me. The 
day I left he filed his complaint and had 
the (summons aerved on me here today, 
orobably expecting that in order to goto 
Alaska I would com promise. I intend 
caving for tho gold fiolda within tbe 
next tew day a nnd will not delay for a 
minnte on account of the suit."

—P.o?e, Manly ?.cd Sayre—and they 
divided n greater part of the insurance 
which they were given to place among 
the agents in their districts, which was 
quite natnrfll and proper enough, but 
the reault, was that the agenta wero 
a bio to Ret larger altcea, there I sing 
tower of them and more insurance to be 
"divvied" up among them. 


In the city, however, the exact op- 


posite wns the case. There wern hot 
two Supervisors whose districts em- 
braced the city nnd there were n num- 
ber of insurance in«n here all after 
BnmG of the connty insurance. The 
consequence waa that the pie had to be 
tint in ."mailer pieces. 


That ia the way a well-known local 


agent put tha matter in converaation 
with a KEPUULICAK reporter yesterday 
afternoon. The city agents were not 
jealous, nor, as far as outward indica- 
tions were concerned, begrudged their 
country brothers getting hicger slicea of 
insurance than were put on their platee, 
but the agent merely mentioned the 
way the insurance was distributed to 
dhow that there- are some advantages in 
living in smaller towns than Fresno.

Choice happened to be in Eng- 
land when the crapes wore picked, and 
Mowat eold them to Anders-n, who 
paid him each for them. .According to 
the contract, however, Choice held the 
title to the grapes, and hence he sued 
Anderson for tbe recovery of the grapes 
or for the value of them.

grapes twice. He will now" probably
